Underneath the Jowcd* ‘ribs, 
on either side of the back-bone, 
tiro two bean-uhaped organs 
about the size of the fist, the 
kidneys. The function of the 
kidneys is to rid the body cf 
waste products and t 0 reguht* 
the chemical ^balance cf the 
blood. A disturbance of the kid¬ 
ney function means if.ht tluJ 
kidneys, for one reason or an¬ 
other, are unable to do their 
part in the excretion of \vast n 
allowing materials’^ pass which 
should be retained, thus uni¬ 
ting the chemical balance of the 
body. 

Blood is brought to the kid¬ 
neys by one of the large arter¬ 
ies. In the kidney, this artci.v 
divides into many small ba:v li¬ 
es, and then further subdivides, 
until the snvilest size artery, 
or capillary is reach “i The 
blood is then* passed through one 
of the four or five microscopic 
filters which are to lie found in 
the kidney, a living filtration 
plant which removes from the 
blood the impurities present ir.

Because of the large number 
of filters, th* kidneys have a 
tremendous reseilve, and so are 
able to carry a heavy load when 
required. Each day, many gall¬ 
ons are filtered, but of tins quail 
tity, only a small per:.* Vage ap¬ 
pears as urine, because the kid¬ 
ney has the capacity to reab¬ 
sorb, from the filtered fluid, 
only waste products and u.ide- 
sired excels of minerals and sug 
nr which arc got rid of, if t e 
urine, by the normal kidney. 

The proper functioning of the 
kidney isi. upset and, possibly, 
destroyed to some extent by a 
number of conditions which aff¬ 
ect the kidney, notably, neph¬ 
ritis. or Bright’s Disease, which 
occurs i'll acute and chronic 
fo|m. 

Acute nephritis is usually as¬ 
sociated with some infection, 
such as scarlet fever or 
tonsilitis, where the germs that 
are responsible for the infection 
cause an inflammation of the 
kidneys. There is pallor and 
puffiness of the face, with swel¬ 
ling of the ankles. An examin¬ 
ation of the urin P shows that 
for several months, until all in¬ 
flammation has ceas?d. no mat¬ 
ter how well the oatient may 
feel, together v\*ith a suitable 
diet, is the basis of treatment 
• Chronic nephritis in individ¬ 
uals under thirty-five years of 
age is usually th* result of an 
acute nephritis^ After thirty-five 
it is most likely an evidence of 
thickening and hardening of the 
arteries throughout the body,

One of the most diverting 
pastimes of the intelligentsia is 
endangered. Scoffing at “Rotar- 
j R already op the wav 
out. So many more glaring tar¬ 
gets have recently come to light 
structure that we have heard 
in our social and economic 
fewer criticizing of Rotary 
club* for indulging in “pseudo 
ethics” and “puerile culture.” 
Should the suggestions for im- 
von|/emeriti just made—on in¬ 
vitation of Chicago Rotarians— 
by a committee of social scien¬ 
tists be followed, even less ex¬ 
cuse would exist for such charg 
es. 

This committee while paying 
tribute tr> the ideals and sr virus 
of Rotary, declares. “Fellowship 
of the old type is not enough.” 
and calls unon thel business men 
in these clubs te seize present 
opportunities for wider useful¬ 
ness and more responsible lead¬ 
ership. it frankly points to one 
dange * of mere luncheon club 
sociability: 

Such a group becomes self- 
satisfied, self contained 
snobbish, cloistered/ isolated, 
and withdrawn from th? 
outside world and its prob¬ 
lems. The broader social con 
sciousness and sensitivity 
i<s members may be dul¬ 
led, by this type of pleasant 
Tociation. ♦ J . * 

Here is a criticism which de- 
Frrveg attention of individuals 
and organizations fa" beyond 
the international borders of Ro¬ 
tary, for it is a hazard which 
nearly every one of us encoun- 
terr. in our overorganized and 
departmentalized society. And it. 
should not b:t forgotten that one 
of the original ideas of Rotary 
was to break some of the barri¬ 
ers by selecting its member* as 
representatives of varied occu 
nations. This scheme lias worked 
very well in bringing together 
the butcher, the baker, and the 
candle-stick maker and,has help 
ed many men engrossed in bus¬ 
iness to widen their social and 
civic horizons. 

Indeed, the present recomm¬ 
endations should be considered 
less as confirmation of former 
criticisms of Rotary than as an 


opening for further extension 
of already expansive activities. 
The goal is that broader fellow¬ 
ship which Rotary has always 
sought. Certainly the open-mind 
ed thinking exhibited by many 
Rotarians and by the organiza¬ 
tion’s excellent magazine is al¬ 
ready carrying out the propos¬ 
al for a les s hesitant discussion 
of controversial matters. Cer¬ 
tainly also business as a whole 
must have gained through rec¬ 
ent trials a less vulnerable in¬ 
terpreted ion of the 'famous 
“service” slogan. 

The political scientists dig 
right into the question of ser¬ 
vice versus * cofit, and advoc of r 
a self-respecting regard for prof 
it. This! is a wholesome attitude, 
for unless we are to have a 
socialist economy, profit is ess¬ 
ential. The real difficulty is that 
in the past business men—Ro¬ 
tarians no more than others— 
have too often thought of profit 
in terms oj material. wealth 
alone. Frequently they have 
advocated serl/ice only as a lure 
to profit. Fundamentally this 
attitude is one of getting rather 
than giving.. A truer concept 
sses profit in service itself. The 
preaching and practice of this 
view of service still affords Ro¬ 
tary and similar organizations 
a splendid opportunity for use¬ 
fulness.—Christian Science Mon¬ 
itor.
